Abstract of the Disclosure 

-A hand-supportable bar code symbol reading device having a laser scamiing engine that 
lis controlled to selectively operate in either an omni-directional scan mode or a single line scan 
mode. In the single line scan mode of operation, symbol character data produced by the laser 
scamiing engine is communicated to a host device in response to an activation signal produced 
by a data transmission switch. In the omni-directional scan mode, symbol character data is 
communicated to the host device irrespective of the activation signal. Preferably, mode selection 
means selectively operates the laser scamping engine in either the omni-directional scan mode of 
operation or the single line scan mode of operation in response to placement of the device in a
